In the proposed After Final amendment (filed on 7/15/05), the following changes require 
further consideration and search by the examiner. 

In Claim 8, replacing the terms of "for" with - comprising— (at each of lines 5, 14, 16 
and 18) affects the scope such that now, the first, second, third, and fourth process steps no 
longer invoke 35 U.S.C 1 12, 6 th paragraph. Furthermore, one aspect of claim 1 is narrowed by 
more specifically requiring that the voltage be placed "across a face surface of said upper 
electrode and a face surface of said electrode" (lines 20-21). 

Claim 1 5 was added with no corresponding claims that were examined on the merits 
being canceled.
